Tin' above is Ii'diii l>r. Crawford's 
translation of Hi" Knleyoln, Hi" great 
epic of Finland, which is supposed to 
have suggested to I<ongfellnw" Hi" 
scheme and meter of Hiawatha. This 
passage pietnres the native state (if 
the country,and tlutfrfollows a rather 
lout; account of how certain grains of 
Imrley were found by the seashore and 
with the/lid of various supernatural 
agencies properly planted and grown. 
The lines apply almost literally to 
Florida at .the present time, “droves 
arise in varied beauty,” and “many 
kinds of vegetation,” but there are 
some things that we yet need badly. 
We are sending abroad all t lie money 
we get for those things we do produce 
to buy what we do not. Indeed, were 
it not for tin* new capital constantly 
being spent among, us, we could not 
pay for our imports. This is not nec¬ 
essarily any discredit to us as yet, as 
it is only the usual condition of things 
in a new country, and must be so 
until there is time to supply the defi¬ 
ciencies. A completeeconomie system 
cannot be made to order all at once, 
it must develop itself slowly out of the 
special eireuniHtune'es of each case. 

We have our groves and gardens 
well started', and are beginning to feel 
our way to those things yet lacknig. 
We are making a_s tnrt at raising our 
own hay. We are making a small 
part of our own fertilizers.' We are 
just starting at the problem of reduc¬ 
ing our tin can bill. \Ve are as yet in 
the dark as to liow to reduce opr grain 
bill. All these, quite as much us the 
production of new exports, dbinand 


om attention and oiler attractive 
Helds for new enterprises. 

It has been proved that hay can he 
made here wit h ease and profit. Wd 
are sending every year many hundred 
thousand dollars out of the State for 
northern hay. Timeout of- trunspor- 
t at ion is heavy, and leaves a wide mar¬ 
gin of profit between the cost of pro¬ 
duct ion here and- the price at which 
the imported hay can lie sold in com- 
| petition. 

'I’he smile is t rue of fertilizers. We 
have extensive beds of phosphate 
marl, gypsum, and muck, plenty of 
fish, greiyf herds of cut tic,an I an insa¬ 
tiable home market for fertilizers of 
all grades and descriptions. As in the 
case of liay, the heavy freight charges 
on imported fertilizers leave room for 
good profits on home production. 

'flie tin can problem beggars all 
attempts at. a statement of it. It is 
well within bounds to say that a 
round million of dollars goes out of 
t lie State every year to pay for goods 
of all kinds imported in cans. Im¬ 
proving local markets, supplying us 
better with fresh meats and vegeta¬ 
bles, tend I o reduce tile amount, and 
suggest some of the openings for new 
enterprise, hut as fast as older settle¬ 
ments are satisfied in this way, new 
ones, which liuist for some time to 
come live out ofagms, are springing up 
in/iiniiri'Ctions, so Ihat-ib is doubt¬ 
ful whether the total importation does 
not increase rather than diminish. 
Live cat tie are being exported, thous¬ 
ands of acres of vegetables are going 
to waste at certain seasons, and glut¬ 
ted markets frequently entail loss on 
our attempts to dispose of surplus 
fruit. All the canned and preserved 
goods that could be made for some 
years to come would find a ready and 
profitable home market, and if there 
were a surplus of some of t lie liner 
grades of preserves, t here is never 
enough of them to supply the demand 
in northern markets, and there would 
be no trouble about disposing of them. 
The opening for new enterprises in 
this direction is big enough to satisfy 


anyone) and the range of territory is 
widouiiough to give the smallest estab¬ 
lishments room to live and grow with¬ 
out being crowded by bigger ones. 

In the matter of grain we can as yet 
only experiment. We know that 
Ivgypt and India, in our latitude, and 
under conditions in many respects 
similar, produce an abundance of 
grain, and we t herefore hope and con¬ 
fidently expect that the problem will 
lie solved here. Whether it is to lie 
accomplished by the importation of 
new varieties of grain from Kgppt or 
India, or by dilTcrcnt methods of ctil- 
t ni^, or by both combined, we are yet 
unable to predict, but there is not a 
more attractive field anywhere for 
anyone having the means and inclina¬ 
tion to experiment in that line than 
here, nor one where t he results of his 
work would promise a greater reward 
to him,’nor a greater benefit to others. 

So long as t licsc great fields of work 
remain practically unoccupied let no 
would be settler complain that there 
are no openings for earning a living 
here. With or without capital to help 
him he may undertake to supply a 
small part of the demand in theabove 
lines without fear that In* will have 
any difficulty in making a good profit 
on his work or investment. .

The only possible except i.on would he 
ill the case of Plant City, where are 
buried 4 111 iti* n-miniher of soldiers who 
fo'nglit in t he Seminole w ars, and w ho 
ha vingcont racled the disease at Tam¬ 
pa, died at I‘laid .( it y. Their bodies 
were probably interred only a foot 
under t lie ground, and as t la* place, is 
surrounded, by marshes and swamps, 
it is possible that the appearance of 
fever at this point may lie explained 
by t lie- impregnation of the air with 
l lie poison."
